Ceata tha American People Many MIK 
llona to tuetaln Him In Hie 
Paettlen In Ufa. 

A bulletin of the New York city 

board of honlth presents some rnt1ior[ 
stupendous estimates of the material ' 
cost to the community of the sum-' 
mor invasion of flies and mosquitoes. 
Taking alone the loss through 
typhoid, of which disease the fly is 
recogniaed conspicuously ns a cnr- 
rier, this is placed as an annual "de- 
crease in the rital assets of the coun- 
trj" of more than $350,000,000. 

There are other items in the 
schedule of a rather startling char- 
acter. Tbe sum of $10,000.0(10. ii is 
fl/pire'l, is pnid annually for ycrcfns 
upon dwellings to keep out the 
flies. And yet enough of them pet 
by the screens to work $350,000,000 
damage 1 

Bridently wo have begun at the 
wrong end to "swat the fly" effec t- 
ively. And thia fact has come to bo 
widely recogniMd. It is preven: 
tion of breeding, rather than extinc- 
tion of tbe. race after the annual 
generation has been brought forth, 
to which attention is directed. Ii 
the fly is not bom, there is no be- 
ginning to his pestilential career; 
he is non-existent. And the succesj 
which has attended measures taken 
for the suppression of the mosquito 
in neighborhoods hereabouts would 
seem to indicate the desirability oi 
similar methods in tbe treatment oi 
the house fly. /

from the sky. A deconiposod mete- 
or of immense sise is reported to 
have been found in Arizona. It 
contains iron, nickel, platinum and 
diamonds. It is npposed to have 
been, before it decomposed, 500 foft 
in diameter and to have weighed 
sov(^rsl hundred million tons. They 
mny bo frapnients of (nmofs and 
finding themselvea under the iaflu- 
once of the attraction of gravita- 
(ion of our onrMi thry fell upon it. 

The theory is that their speed may 
l>e as high as forty or fifty miles a 
second. If it be a strong meteor it 
may be crushed into a dust by 'he 
nir pressure in' front of it. £v«ii 
if of iron it may be torn into frag- 
ments as if an explosion had occur* 
red in front. If, however, it is 8 
rounded piece of iron like this 
lump, then it would take a tremen- 
dous pressure of air to crush it, and 
there is no doubt whatever that most 
iron meteors of rounded form would 
escape fracture tinlesa they wto 
moving- at the very highest speeds. 

At such speeds the air pressure 
developed in front of them may blow 
them to pieces, but if they are mov- 
inir, say one-third as fast, they mny, 
and probably w^ll, survive unless 
they snccumb to another action, 
which takes place with iron — name- 
ly, combustion.

"You'd be surprised to know how 
; birds of prey hover over llie liatch- 
ery gtounds of the millions of yoxmg 
firii hatched there," said Jeremiah 
Berkhaus, suporintondont of the 
Pennsylvania state hatchery. "There 
are half a dozen species of aerial pi- 
rales, but about the worst arc kinp;'- 
fishers. * I knew^that the kingfish- \ 
ers could strike a fish a terrific blow ' 
with its beak, /bat I was really sur- ' 
prised to learn ju«t how terrific the. 
blow was. 'A few da3r8 ago I snwi 
one of these birds resting in a 50-' 
foot treo over one of the pools of! 
the hfltcliery, but bffore I could get 
my gun to shoot it, it made a dive' 
into tiio pond and a inninont later | 
arose with a large mud turtle. The 
bird slowly winged its way to the 
tree, but before it reached its not- 
ing place I shot it It fell to the 
ground with the tnytle. I examined 
llie turtle and where tlie I.oak of. 
the kingfisher had struck it, I found 
a smiall round hole which the point 
of its vbeak hud brokep throu'^h. 
Sr^asuring the thickness of tlif i n-- 
tie's shell I found that it was u lit- 
tle mo-c ill, HI ono-eighth of an inch 
and )\'!r(l and bony. A kingfisher 
will eat twenty or thirty good-sized 
fish a dav, so you can see they are 
very dcslnn tive. lllue heronj bit- 
tern uud lisih hawks are especially 
destructive to the young trout and 
yoiin;,' fish. I have shot many of 
these birds and am compelled to go 
around with a shotgun almost con- 
tinually."
